The F irst C onstitutional C onvention 
It was a great event for t h e little 
town of Kaskaskia when th e C o n s t­ 
itutional Convent ion assembled on th e 
first M o n d a y in August, 
1818 
to 
frame t h e first constitution of th e 
new s t a t e of Illinois. 
Com posed of 
th irty -th ree members, the C o n s t i t u ­ 
tional Convention 
w r s alm o st twice 
as large as th e Council and H o u s e of 
Representatives combined 
of 
the 
last T e rrito ria l Legislature. 
All t h e representatives elected to 
the Convention except the f o u r from 
the n e a r b y counties of W a s h i n g t o n 
and J a c k s o n were present on A u g u s t 
3, the d a t e set by the E nabling Act 
for assem blin g. 
Jesse B. T h o m a s 
was elected president, W illiam 
C. 
Greenup, secretary, and E z r a Owen, 
sergeant-at-arm s. 
Judge 
T h o m a s 
was t h e most p rom ine nt m an who 
had been elected to the C o n v en tio n 
so t h a t his choice as president w as b 
natura l one, and may have h a d no 
political significance. 
Greenup had 
held v a r io u s clerkships in t h e T e r r i ­ 
torial Legislature, in the c o u r t s of 
Randolph County an d in sp ite of his 
hostility to the governor h a d been 
appointed clerk of the circuit c o u rt 
and re-appointed clerk of th e co u n ty 
court t h e preceding Ja n u ary . 
T he first real work of t h e C o n ­ 
vention was necessarily to as ce rtain 
officially th e result of the ce n s u s In 
order t h a t it m ig h t know w h e t h e r 
or n ot it was authorized u n d e r the 
E n ab lin g Act to proceed w ith 
the 
fram in g of a constitution. 
T h e cen­ 
sus r e t u r n s by counties, as a s c e r t a i n ­ 
ed f ro m the s e cre ta ry ’s office, were 
reported. 
The list totaled 
40,258, 
an in c re a s e of 5,638 over t h e first 
r e tu rn s in June. 
T h e Convention appears to 
have 
raised no question as to th e a d e q ­ 
uacy of th e census. 
Mr. P r i c k e t t of­ 
fered a resolution declaring t h a t as 
“ there a r e u p w ard s of forty t h o u s ­ 
and i n h a b ita n ts in the t e rrito ry , it 
is e x p e d ie n t to form a constitution

as K e n t K an e to postpone c o n s id e r a ­

seem t h a t the opponents of sta te hood 
must h a v e n u m b e re d only a small 
m in o rity and m u s t have recognized 
the fru g a lity of a n y opposition.

Mr. Gary, whose s u b je c t w’as “ bus­ 
iness d u r in g and a f t e r 
the 
w a r , ” 
stated 
t h a t G erm any w’as s tro n g e r 
than eve r and he subscribed to t h e 
opinion of an 
ea ste rn 
new sp a p er 
that it w’ould be wholesome for ev­ 
ery A m erican business m a n to place 
over his desk the w o rd s 
“ G e r m a n y is win ning the w a r . ” 
Not t h a t Mr. 
G ary 
th in k s 
the 
words will always re m a i n true. 
He 
t h o u g h t th a t two or th r e e m ore years 
would bring a victory for d e m o c r a ­ 
c y over 
autocracy 
m a y 
hap p en 
sooner, but m eanw hile he insisted 
th a t even optimists 
like 
him self 
should 
unblinkingly 
tjie 
faC(. 
that so far the fruits of victory be­ 
long to the central powers. In t o u c h ­ 
ing on th e labor p ro b lem he said: 
“ To th e extent needed the United 
States should 
im m e d ia te ly 
u n d e r 
proper conditions an d legal restric­ 
tion d r a w from the islands of t h e sea 
and fro m oriental cou n tries en o u g h 
men including sold iers and sailors 
to m e e t 
every 
em ergency. 
T h e re 
would be no difficulty in obta in in g 
within a short period large n u m b e rs 
of stro n g , healthy’, intelligent, loyal 
men for civil or even m ilitary du ty 
and th e n u m b e r could be in creased 
from tim e to time as required. 
‘'All who are a c q u a i n te d w’ith the 
facts kn o w th a t w’e need m ore m e n 
and t h a t we can get th e m if we are 
so disposed. 
If legislation is r e q u i r ­ 
ed congre ss should act without d e­ 
lay.” 
Mr. G ary said t h a t alth o the pic­ 
ture of G erm an s tr e n g t h which he 
drew w as shocking, it was not ex­ 
a g g e ra te d an d he ad d e d : 
" T h e r e will be m o r e h ea lthy and 
more skillful soldiers, 
even 
m o re 
co m p ete n t officers, b igger and m o re 
destruc tive cannon, su b m a ri n e s an d 
ai rc ra ft an d 
safer 
e n t re n c h m e n t. 
G e r m a n y ,” the s p e a k e r emphasized, 
“is n ot idle nor d ila to r y . ” 
“Not only has G e r m a n y mobilized 
and co-ordinated ev e ry last item of 
her reso u rces of brain an d m a teria l 
for w in n in g the war, b u t , ” Mr. Gary 
said, “ th e Prussians h av e perfected 
a com prehensive, pow erful business 
o rganization which 
considering its 
size a n d ramifications has never be­ 
fore been ap p ro a ch e d .” 
T h e .speaker then took the “ afte r 
the w a r ” phase of 
his 
address 
in 
which he urged t h a t th e A m erican 
business men should pre p a re for u n ­ 
prec edented 
com petition for world 
business. 
America, he said, m u s t 
organize, co-ordinate a n d prep a re to 
meet t h e great co m m ercial m a c h i n ­ 
ery of o th e r nations a n d tha t a m e r ­ 
chant marine, second to none, u n ­ 
h a m p e r e d by laws, 
re g u la tio n s 
or 
rules w hich might

practical and successful business op­ 
era tion m u s t be built. 
"A m e rica n s, if

chance with the people of o th e r n a ­ 
tions will furnish business to c o m ­ 
forta bly su pport a m e r c h a n t m a ri n e 
second to none,” said Mr. Gary.

Mr. Drury 
distributed ca^ds to the men pres­ 
e n t and from the questions asked ii 
is evidently th-3 governm ent’s desire 
to find out th> average bushels oi 
seed corn needed in each c o m m u n is, 
the amount on hand and f \ e average 
shortage, if* any. and th® per cent 
shown <^y seed which has b e ta test* 
ed. 
Must Jx>ok for Hee*! Now. 
Mr. Rowe in his introductory r.* 
m arks said th a t if a good stand of 
corn is secured this year th a t the 
farmers m ust begin their work now 
The particular point is for farm ers to 
know whether they have good «»r 
bad seed, and not to plant seed witn- 
o u t accurate knowledge as to its con­ 
dition.

three kernels that sprouted. 
W hen 
planting time came he first used ai. 
of the perfect grains and then those 
that .‘♦hewed tnree out of the four 
good, and when the crop was h a r­ 
vested it was not possible to tell 
where he had stopped using the per­ 
fect seed. 
“ When seed corn is poor we are 
apt to plant too much. 
I think it is 
a customary failing to plant 
too 
many grains in a hill. 
The thing for 
us to do is to find out what is the 
real condition of our seed and then 
plant accordingly. 
A conference oi 
seed corn men was recently held in 
( hampaign and I received a tele­ 
phone message from them asking 
about the condition of seed in this 
county and 
whether or not there 
would (be any surplus to send else­ 
where. 
A fterward Mr. Maxcey, wno 
had Morgan, Scott, 
Sangamon ana 
Schuyler counties assigned to him 
for investigation, came here and we. 
visited some farms in this locality 
and then drove to Winchester. 
We 
found a num ber of crops of corn 
whici* showed very plainly th a t ic 
was not suitable for seed, and then 
we found several that made a goou 
showing. 
I remember one partieulai 
crib containing a thousand bushels 
of white corn which seemed to be *n 
excellent condition. 
Northern Situation Bad. 
“ It seems th a t the corn grown on 
sandy or somewhat thin soil m atured 
earlier than corn in the heavy black 
land, and was not as much injured 
by the early frosts. 
Those farm ers 
who gathered their corn early foi 
seed and have brought it in ta a 
dry place protected from the frost 
of Oct. 1$ undoubtedly have goon 
seed. 
The seed corn situation in the 
northern part of the state and in 
other northern 
localities is m uch 
worse than here, and one purpose n, 
the investigation about seed corn in 
central and southern Illinois is for 
the purpose of finding if seed can 
be spared to send north. 
Ordinarily 
it is (better to get seed corn from 
the north than from the south, but 
the situation is reversed this year. 
“There are two ways of testing 
seed corn, one by actual germ ination 
and the other by the eye. 
Usually 
we have gathered on our farm the 
seed corn in sacks before it has been 
damaged by frost but this year the 
corn so gathered was later caught 
by the frost and was damaged to 
some extent. 
It is necessary there- 
! fore for us to test each ear of seed 
corn this year. 
I think you will fjna 
that a great deal of corn was d am ­ 
aged by the extreme cold w eather 
j of December IO. 
This will apply to 
-corn in the shock and to corn ii. 
j the crib. 
In testing seed corn by 
j the “ rag doll” method I simply use 
la cotton sack. 
I mark spaces across 
: the sac k then put four grains from 
jeach ear in each 
of the m arkeo 
I squares and fold over a portion rn 
I the sack. 
The other grains are p la t 
led in like position and finelly the 
whole sack is rolled up and the ends 
j tied securely. 
The whole is moisten- 
! cd and put whore it is warm. 
G er­ 
mination will take place in four or 
, live days. 
Then the sack is unrolled 
J carefully and the condition of t h ' 
grains taken from each ear noted. 
By a series of num bers it will then 
be possible to pick out all ears on 
which the germination is perfect. 
A Testing Box. 
“ All men from universities w ith ­ 
out practical experience must 
fol­ 
low some such method as this. Many 
practical farm ers with years of ex­ 
perience can cut grains from an ear 
with a knife and by examination tell 
whether it will germinate.” 
Mr. Rowe then exhibited a small 
sheet iron box that he uses for test­ 
ing purpose. 
This is half filled with 
wet sawdust and a coarse wire screen 
is placed on top of the sawdust. The 
grains of corn 
are placed in the 
meshes and the numbers correspond 
with the num bers attached to ears 
of corn. 
This is simply anothei 
method of watching germination and 
Mr. Rowe has found it quite con­ 
venient. 
Lloyd Jam es was Introduced as an 
experienced seed corn grower add 
said he had nothing especially new 
to offer, ibut agreed with all th at Mr. 
Rowe had said. 
He mentioned thai 
he believed seed corn here this yea* 
is about 7f» per cent perfect seed am, 
that in his opinion by careful knif­ 
ing this percentage could be raised 
to 92 . John A. Groves e 2/lbitPd a 
small fester which he had obtained 
from a Mexican, 
It is a small cup 
sloped receptacle which can bo a t­ 
tached to an ear of corn. 
The grains 
are then placed below dampened cot­ 
ton and given tim e to germinate. 
H. E. K itner told o$ the plan he 
follows In testing seed corn. He uses 
a vacant room at his home wheiv 
there is space on the floor for 240 
ears of corn. 
These are num bered 
and then grains from each ea r are 
tested, germ ination 
being induced 
either <by dam p cloth or earth. 
Other Testing Plans. 
S ta n fie ld Baldwin told of a plan 
he had followed on his farm w here 
until fire destroyed his home he had 
an appliance with a capacity" of 700 
ears of corn. 
He spread saw dust on 
a special table built 
t o t the p u r ­ 
pose and then put cotton cloth on 
top of tho sawdust, previously hav­ 
ing m arked squares on the cloth. The 
grains of corn were then placed In 
the num bered squares and an o th er 
(doth was placed on top of the grains, 
and saw dust spread over this. The 
num bers in the squares correspond­ 
ed to num bers in adjoining draw ers 
or shelves. 
As indicated, th ere was 
a capacity of 700 ears of corn.
